"Just as a pru- 
dent person goes to his doc'.or for a 
complete checkup the farmer; will in 
the Census of 1940 get the most com- 
plete study of their symptoms that lias 
ever been made. Fact,; lo be collected 
on tlie seven million lurnis will provide 
the farmers thenr.tlves. the govern- 
ment, and studen".> of the farm prati- 
lem with a guide to the future. 

''The nation a-s a whole cannot he 
fundamentally prosperous unless tlie 
farmer is prosperous," declared M'. 
Handin. "because the farms directly 
"-upport 25 per cent of our population 
and the business of farming affects 
about half of all our people. iJesidci 
being the producer of the nation's fooi! 
supply, the farmer is one of the lar^e^t 
customers of the business man. The 
farmer's ability to purchase goods di- 
rectly afTects all business as well as 
their workers in the city. The farmer 
is one of the sreatost suppliers of raw 
materials for industry. 

"Viital changes throughout the world 
have tli^ectly affected the prosperity of 
the American farmer," explains Mr. 
Hamlin. "Dislocation of world mar- 
kets due to wars and the efforts of for- 
eign nations to make themselves self- 
•iufficient has made the American farm 
surplus burdensome by curtailing ex- 
ports. Mechanization of farms has in- 
creased farm production while decreas- 
ing the number of consumers even on 
the farm. Greater mechanization in 
factories has reduced physical labor 
and the demand for staple food prod- 
ucts. Lighter wonien's clothes have 
added to the cotton surplus, and reduc- 
tion of pJiysical labor has resulted in 
a pcr-capita decline in the consump- 
tion of wheat. The reduction of horses 
and nudes from 27,000,000 to 15,000.000 
in favor of tractors and trucks have 
made it necessary to find a market for 
cash crops from 30,000,000 acres for- 
merly used to raise horse feed. The 
greatly reduced birth rate from 25 
babies per 1,000 population to 17 
means fewer mouths lo feed in coming 
years,

Future Farmers at Antioch 

High School Make 

Studies Pay 

During the past year, 43 Future 
Farmers of tlie vocational agriculture 
department of the Antioch Township 
High school completed 50 farm proj- 
ects at a profit of $2,825.44, 

Marketable produce valued at 
$5,913.76 was grown by the 45 lads. 

Oj the entire list, the poultry pro- 
duction projects led in the amount of 
earnings. Dairy and corn projects fol- 
lowed. Other projects were beef, 
shtop, hogs, grain, potatoes, soybeans, 
sweet corn, beekeeping, and soil test- 
ing. 

Records Kept 

According to C. L. Kutil, instructor 
cf vocational agriculture at the Anti- 
och school, all projects were produced 
under the school's supervision, Ac- 
curate bookkeeping records were kept 
and a complete record of each boy's 
work was sent lo the office of the Illi- 
nois slate department of education at 
Springfield. 

■ This year's profit represents an in- 
crease of $465.00 over last year's re- 
port by tlie same number of boys. 

Kutil attributes the iiicrease to sev- 
eral factors. Larger projects, and bet- 
ter quality permitted the hoys to win 
more prizes at fairs and sell their pro- 
ducts at greater prices.

Men sometimes stand at the cross- 
roads of destiny quite unaware of 
how much hinges upon their choices 
and actions. One wonders whether 
the disciples realized that as the 
Passover drew to its end and the 
great memorial feast of the new 
covenant was established, they were 
witnessing the end of the old and the 
beginning of the new. It is certain 
that Jesus did realize the high im- 
port of that hour. He knew He was 
about to go to the cross, toward 
which tlie Passover had pointed 
throughout the centuries and back 
to which cross we in the Lord's Sup- 
per continue to point as we remem- 
ber His death until He comes, 
r We are indeed on holy ground as 
we go with Him then as He meets 
His disciples alone in that upper 
room for a time of fellowship with 
them as He observes 
! I. The Last Passover (vv. 17-20). 
"Here we see the perfecting and 
the, passing of the old economy and 
the beginning of the new. The Pass- 
over was observed, the feast of 
deliverance from slavery, tlie feast 
of the exodus, the feast of hope. 
Men had kept It fitfully through the 
long centuries, regularly at first and 
then occasionally through the age of 
decadence. The King sat down to 
keep it as one of the nation and the 
people. That was its last keeping 
in the economy of God, because all 
that it had foreshadowed was ful- 
nUed as He sat at the board, and 
all that it had pointed to found the 
ultimate fuinUmcnt in Him. He 
completed that of which the exodus 
had but been the preparation. The 
final exodus came by the way of 
that cross to which He was going" 
(Dr. G. Campbell Morgan).

What precious fellowship the 
twelve nnd their Lord must have 
had around that table in the upper 
room as they celebrated the great 
feast of their people. Think what 
a shock came to them as in the 
midst of this fellowship Jesus quiet- 
ly and solemnly made the astonish- 
ing prediction, **Vcrily, I say imto 
you, that one of you shall betray 
me.

This project consists of taking a 
cow and her calf around to the hun- 
dreds of schools In Chicago and its 
suburbs and letting the youngsters 
get a first hand view of "Bossy" to 
secand loam just howmilk is made. 

Then, after each visit, special 
graded literature on the nutritional 



importance of milk is sent to the 
schools where the teachers use It as 
a complete supplement for a series 
of health lessons. (In addition to 
such specialized projects, the "'■eg- 
ular" requests received by tho 
Foundation from teachers amount 
to well over 25.000 each school year. 
These, in turn, represent between 
40-50 students per teacher — or ap- 
proximately 1.250,000 children!) 
Thus, we may be sure that the Mflk 
Foundation school procram is mak- 
ing for a more health-conscious 
and therefore, more mi Ik- cons clous 
community— all of which means 
that the dairy farmer has nnd will 
continue to have a steadily growing 
market for his product. 

The benefits of such a school pro- 
gram cannot bo overestimated. A 
health education organization such 
as the Milk Foundation, can, as 
Carl F. Deyscnroth, manager, puts 
it: **help to bring about higher 
standards of physical health 
IhrouRh spreading the knowledge 
of milk's nutritional value and in

in. The First Communion (vv, 26- 

30), 

Taking the unlaivcned bread and 
the unfermented wine of the Pass- 
over, which had just been observed 
by Him for the last time, Jesus 
established a new feast, the Chris- 
tian feast of remembrance, which 
we commonly call "commimion" or 
•'the Lord's table." 

As we have already suggested. It 
is a feast of remembrance. "For 
as often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup ye do show the Lord's 
death till He come" (I Cor. 11:2G). 
At the Lord's table His followers 
find spiritual strength in remem- 
bering His death for them, and they 
also find joy as they remember, that 
He is to come again. In doing so 
they testify to the world that they 
believe in and cherish these truths. 
This feast is also rightly called 
"communion," for down through the 
ages and until He does come the 
saints of God have at His table 
sweet communion, first of all with 
Him, and then with one another. 

We also note that our Lord spoke 
of the cup as "my blood of the new 
testament." The word "testament" 
means "covenant." The Lord's 
table therefore speaks of our alle- 
giance to Him, of our loyalty to our 
Lord and our devotion to His serv- 
ice. The Christian church therefore 
speaks of the communion service as 
a sacrament, a word taken from 
the Latin sacramenlum, meaning 
"oath," and essentially an oath of 

allegiance. . , , «,„ 

His body was broken for us, His 
blood was shed for the remission of 
our sins.

Foreign Policy Holds Spotlight 

In Both Houses of Congress; 
IP Reciprocal Trade Act Studied

AT HOME: 

Eyes Overseas 

Foreign affairs superseded do- 
mestic problems on the congression- 
al calendar. Tiie senate foreign re- 
lations committee postponed again 
its consideration of a proposed arms 
embargo against Japan, wliile a sub- 
committee discussed the resolution 
of Iowa's Sen. Guy Gillette to in- 
voke the neutrality act in Asia's 
war. Main reason for delayed ac- 
tion was the rumor that Britain and 
Japan were about to sign a treaty 
which would give Tokyo a free hand 
in China, provided Japan keep 
hands off British possessions in the 
Orient. 

Foreign policy discussions in the 
house centered around Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull's reciprocal trade 
program. Up for passage was a 
resolution continuing the state de- 
partment's trade treaty power, but 
there was a strong G. O. P. fight 
to restore the senate's ratifcation 
right over such treaties. 

Both politics and the war entered 
into this question. Should the house 
adopt the resolution (a virtual cer- 
tainty). Secretary Hull's presiden- 
tial aspirations would be furthered. 
Moreover, G. G. P. Hopeful Robert 
Taft, senator from Ohio, was ex- 
pected to defend his opponent's pro- 
gram from the senate floor. Rea- 
son: Tafts have always opposed 
congressional participation in trade 
treaties. 

How the state department feels 
about its program with regard to 
Europe's war was indicated at Chi- 
cago, where Assistant Secretary 
Hertry F. Grady addressed a for- 



ABROAD: 

Spreading Warfare 

Hard-pressed Finnish troops con- 
tinued retreating on the Karelian 
isthmus, where the Russian invad- 
ers were pouring men and machuies 
extravagantly into a mighty cam- 
paign against the Mannerheim line. 
Moscow claimed capture of Koivis- 
to, western anchor citadel of the 
Finnish defense system and guard- 
ian of the Reds' immediate objec- 
tive, Viipuri. As a blizzard swept 
down to immobilize opposing armies 
for the time being, the desperate 
Finns called up men of 45 and 46 — 
their last reserves. 

If aid was coming from France 
and Britain, it took a long time to 
get there. Foreign Minister Vis- 
coimt Halifax told the house of com- 
mons that munitions were being 
sent to supplement the British vol- 
unteers passing in a steady stream 
through Norway and Sweden. 

In Scandinavia 

Denmark remained aloof from 
complications, apparently through a 
peculiar arrangement between Brit- 
ain and Germany. But Norway and 
Sweden had no such luck. 

Norway continued protesting Brit- 
ain's action in raiding a German 
supply and prison ship, the AUmark, 
within Norwegian territorial waters. 
About 300 British prisoners of war 
were freed in the* raid, Germany 
complaining that Norway should 
have protected the Ahnuirk, Brit- 
ain, on the other hand, wondered 
why Norway had allowed tlie ship 
inside her terrilorial waters. Ger- 
man wrath cnolcd when Norway in-

"The results of the trade agree- 
ments programs have demonstrat- 
ed .. . the benefits ... of such 
cooperation . . . Shall we, as a 
great neutral power, continue to up- 
hold the principles of economic co- 
operation ... or shall we renounce 
the cause under pressure from spe- 
cial interest groups?" 
Other news from Washington: 

<L Emil Shram, cliairmon of RFC, 
told the house inquiry into the Na- 
tional Labor Relations board that 
NLRB had tried in nine separate 
cases to make RFC refuse loans to 
companies accused of not conform- 
ing with the Wagner labor act. 

a Tlie advisory council of the fed- 
eral reserve syslem okayed a bill by 
Delaware's Sen. John Townsend Jr., 
calling for repeal of the adminis- 
tration's foreign silver purchase 
jirogram. Reasoning: It is a direct 
lubsidy to foreign governments 
which must be borne by U. S. tax- 
payers. Next day Nevada's Sen. 
Key Pittman suggested that silver 
bullion should be coined to delay 
approach of the national debt limit. 
His reasoning: Since the monetary 
price of silver is fixed by law at 
$1.2U an ounce, and since the treas- 
ury now pays about 35 cents an 
ounce on the world market, the re- 
serves could be turned to a good 
advantage. 

C The house banking committee de- 
ferred its vote on senate-approved 
legislation to boost the Export- 
Import bank's working capital by 
$100,000,000, thus making $20,000,000 
available for non-military purchases 
by Finland. 

C At Madison, Wis., it was indicated 
both Senators Arthur Vandenberg 
of Michigan and Robert Taft of Ohio 
would enter the April 2 presidential 
primaries to stop another G. O. P. 
hopeful. New York's Tom Dewey. 
C Fearful that congress is "drifting 
with the international situation," 24 
bi-partisan congressmen decided to 
wrestle with "the first and most fun- 
damental problem before congress- 
unemployment." 

C Chairman Arthur Altmeyer of the 
Social Security board urged that 
states liberalize their unemploy- 
ment insurance systems. 
C A senate sub-committee was 
named to probe charges by New 
Hampshire's Sen. Charles Tobey to 
the effect that two 1940 census ques- 
tions were an invasion of the right 
of pr ivacy .

over to the League of Nations. 

Sweden's position was even more 
delicate. Fearful lest a Soviet vic- 
tory in Finland would place Sweden 
next in line for a Russ invasion, the 
Stockholm government nevertheless 
hesitated to send aid for fear of an- 
pering Russia's partner in crime, 
Germany. But it was hard for the 
Swedes lo close their eyes when 
Russian planes crossed the northern 
frontier and showered 40 bombs on 
Pajala, a town of 3,000 population. 

In the Meditarrnnean 

Britain's disregard for Scandina- 
vian neutrality was also being felt 
by Italy, heretofore the recipient of 
many an allied favor. But Italy 
has consi.slently refused British- 
French trade oilers; hence the al- 
lies decided to apply blockade re- 
strictions against Italian purchases 
of German coal. Said Ronald Cross, 
British minister of economic war- 
fare: "A period has been arranged 
to enable Italy to negotiate to ob- 
tain its coal from other sources 
(meaning England), and this period 
will come to an end shortly." 

Another Mediterranean state, Tur- 
key, prepared to insure Balkan neu- 
trality with force. Said Istanbul's 
Yrni Snhiih, authoritative newspa- 
per: "Turkey will enter the war the 
day a foreign power marches into 
the Balkans." 

What happened the next day 
looked bad for Balkan peace. As if 
acting on the Turki.sh threat, sev- 
eral hundred Russian technical ex- 
perts employed in Istanbul industry, 
got orders from Moscow to hurry 
home. Meanwhile, Rumania rushed 
mobilization of 1,000,000 men, pre- 
sumably to safeguard her Bessa- 
rabian province from a Russian at- 
tack. But equally important was 
Germany's challenge of a Rumanian 
ban on export of aviation gasoline. 

In Asia 

Japan's diet passed a $2,420,500,- 
000 budget, representing the largest 
spending program in the nation's 
history. What made it most out- 
standing was the breakdown— near- 
ly 70 per cent will be devoted to 
military purposes. Strongly hinted, 
moreover, was a plan to spend much 
of this 70 per cent for an arrns re- 
plenishing program aimed at pre- 
paring the country for a world war. 
Finance Mhiisler Yukio Sakurauchl 
told the diet that Nippon's budget 
must grow bigger instead of smaller*

At Lhasa, in far-away Tibet, a 
six-year-old boy arrived from the 
tiny village of Taerhssu. While 
Buddhist priests nodded in approval, 
he was dressed in red silk robes 
and given a gold crown. Then he 
was placed on a throne, to reign 
over the "land at the top of the 
world," Tibet. As such, young Lirig- 
Erh became dalnl lama, so-called 
reincarnated civil and religious ruler 
who was reputedly born the moment 
his predecessor, the thirteenth da- 
lal lama, died on December 17, 
1933, For six days Lhasa celebrat- 
ed with abandon, then settled down 
for three months of milder celebra- 
tion. Most evident among those who 
came to pay tribute was the Chinese 
delegation sent from Chungking, 
hoping to establish better economic 
relations with its Tibetan provinces. 
Purpose: To open up new tr.ide 
routes and tap Tibet's vast mineral 
resources.

COMMERCE: 
Kim Crisis 

Several weeks ago the Russian 
freighter Kim caused a mild U. S. 
sensation. Docking at San I'i;m- 
cisco, Kim dumped a cargo of So- 
viet gold bullion, much to the con- 
slernnlion of congressmen who 
feared Russia was trading the gold 
for munitions. A couple of wti.'ks 
later Kim returned to the news, prob- 
ably verifying congressional fears. 
At Mexico's Pacific port of Mnnzan- 
illo she took aboard 12,000 Ions of 
copper which had been mined in 
the U. S. and sent to Mexico for 
transshipment to Vladivostok. From 
there, observers learned, it v.ill be 
carted across the Trnns-Sihunan 
railroad to Germany. 

Informed of this, the commerce 
department expressed ollicial 
doubts that such Russian imports 
would get lo Germany. Ncvurlhe- 
less, the department had to admit 
thai 90 per cent of Russia's pur- 
cha.ses here since last Soplembei 
have been essentials for war.
